Reason for Allowance 

3. The prior art made of records does not teach or fairly suggest the combination of 
elements as recited in each of Applicant's claims 1 , 1 1 ,12, 22, 23, 27 and 35. More 
specifically, prior art of records does not teach or fairly suggests "wherein using the list 
of item features determines the plurality of levels of goodness using a process to 
quantify the plurality of levels of goodness, to prioritize the plurality of levels of 
goodness, and to resolve two levels of goodness into a third level of goodness". 
Examiner interprets 'levels of goodness as "levels of probability" as described in 
specification page 10, lines 29 - 30. The dependent claims, being definite, further 
limiting, and fully enabled by the specification and are also allowed.
